Anywhere from 75 to

passengers and

Cause of Accident in Dispute. 
The c a u s e of the accident has not 
been satisfactorily explained. 
It oc­ 
curred just off Watch Hill, about It 
o’clock p. rn., when I he three-masted 
schooner Harry Knowlton, bound from 
South Amboy for Boston with a car­ 
go of coal, crashed into the steam er’s 
t ort sido amidships. 
Captain George 
Mo Vc y of the Larchmont declares that 
the Knowlton suddenly swerved from 
her course, luffed 
up Into tho 
wind 
and crashed into his vessel. 
Captain Haley of the Knowlton as- 
sorts that the steamer did not give 
his vessel sufficient sea room and that 
the collision occurred before he could 
take his schooner out of the path of 
the oncoming steamer. 
The steamer, with a huge hole torn 
In her side, was so seriously damaged 
that no attem pt was made to run for 
shore and she sank to the bottom In 
less than half an hour. 
The Knowl­ 
ton after she had hacked away from 
tho wreck began 
to fill rapidly, but 
her crew manned the pumps and kept 
her afloat until she reached a point off 
Quonochontaug, where they put out in 
the lifeboat and rowed ashore. There 
were no fatalities on the schooner, but 
the men suffered from the cold. 
There was no comparison, however,

and crew

steamer. 
A majority of those on the 
Larchmont had retired for the night 
and when the collision occurred there 
were few on board, with the exception 
of the crew, who were prepared for 
the w eather which 
prevailed. 
They 
hurried from the warm stateroom s to 
the deck of Hie 
steamer and into a 
zero atmosphere. 
Literally chilled to the bone, many 
rushed headlong below to secure more 
nothing, 
while 
others, 
barefooted, 
bareheaded 
and clad only 
in night­ 
gowns, stood on the decks fearing that 
lo go below would mean certain death. 
Many of the bodies of the victims 
were 
encased in 
ice when 
washed 
ashore. 
It now appears certain that the loss 
of life was heavier among those who 
retired for the night. 
Despite the ef­ 
forts which were made to leave no one 
hoard, it would appear to be impossi­ 
ble that of the 200 souls on board none 
vere left behind. 
Those who had no 
pportunity to clothe themselves suc­ 
cumbed 
long 
before they 
reached 
shore and even those who were fortu­ 
nate enough to be fully 
dressed en­ 
dured suffering and frost bites of a 
most serious nature.

Mayor Schmitz and Ills 
associates received a message from 
the. president saying that he desired to 
confer with them at the W hite House 
again. 
Secretary Root had a long confer­ 
ence with Speaker Cannon at the cap­ 
ital and while both declined to talk, it 
is the general belief that the Japanese 
question was discussed, 
it is adm it­ 
ted at the Japanese embassy that rep- 
resent at ions have boon exchanged be­ 
tween the Japanese ambassador, Vis­ 
count Aokf, and Secretary Root, hut 
the nature of those communications 
are kept a secret. 
Mayor Schmitz said: 
“The situation is unchanged insofar 
as we are concerned. 
We have had 
no conferences today but we have rea­ 
sons to believe that the next confer­ 
ence will be final. 
I sincerely hope 
that an amicable agreement may be 
reached.’’ 
Secretary 
Root’s conference 
with 
Speaker Cannon leads the m em bers of 
congress from California 
to believe 
that the president is making an effort 
to secure congressional legislation that 
will exclude the Japanese coolie labor 
from 
this country. 
While 
nothing 
definite is known 
as to wrhat 
agree 
ment, lf any, will be reached, at the 
W hite House 
conference, it can be 
stated 
authoritatively 
that 
Mayor 
Schmitz has notified the president of

Korean Exclusion league that under 
no consideration will he and his asso­ 
ciates yield one point on the question 
cf excluding Japanese laborers from

country.

grams the mayor lins telegraphed his 
friends that the reports that he “has 
surrendered to the president on Hie 
school question” are false.

secure congressional legislation or ne­ 
gotiate a treaty with the Tokio gov­ 
ernment which will exclude the coolie 
laborers from the United States, 
lf 
an agreement is reached at the com­ 
ing conference it will he on tills basis. 
Late at night 
it was stated 
that 
President Roosevelt, 
through Secre­ 
tary Root, had proposed to Speaker 
Cannon and to the 
chairmen of the 
senate and house committees on im­ 
migration and other Republican lead­ 
ers in congress that a clause be in­ 
serted 
in the Immigration 
bill now 
pending in congress which will bar 
Japanese coolie labor from the United 
States. 
Mayor 
Schmitz’ 
delegation 
favors such a provision. 
Secretary Root is preparing the pro­ 
posed am endment to the immigration 
bill, which 
will exclude all 
Asiatics 
coming from the 
Philippine Islands 
and the Hawaiian Islands from admis­ 
sion to tho mainland 
of the United 
States. 
Laborers coming direct from 
Japan lo this country are now denied 
passports and the only way they have 
been able to gain admission to this 
country has been by first going to the 
Philippines or Hawaii and later com­ 
ing to the United States.

Times, The members rose and clapped 
their hands in gleeful admiration at 
the eloquence of Ezekiel Samuel ( ’mi­ 
llier of Mississippi, who spoke as no 
man has before spoken upon tho bonu­ 
se s aud the glories of the Tomblgbee 
Aver. 
i*oor old De Soto! 
His bones, 
washed these -loo years by tho Father 
of Waters, ’.ere Impelled to heave In 
envy aud regret that tile Mississippi 
after all these years must be laid In 
the shade by the grandeur of tile Tom­ 
blgbee. 
“I love the Mississippi,” declared the 
orator. 
“Oh. that beautiful name that 
w e treasure, which we love and to 
which w e cling! 
Little ones around 
the fireside at home are taught to sing 
its praises and to speak in reverence 
to Its virtues. 
But the Mississippi, my 
friends, sinks into insignificance iii its 
grandeur and its beauty when It comes 
in comparison to tin* Tomblgbee.” 
When the Mississippian had used up 
his time allowance Mr. Lawrence of 
Massachusetts asked unanimous con­ 
sent that he be allowed five minutes 
longer. 
H ie chairman departed from 
the usual custom and showed that he, 
too, was enjoying it when he announc­ 
ed, ‘‘The chair is pleased to say there is 
no objection.” 
All this time tho Tom­ 
blgbee w as flowing. 
“My heart goes out In gratitude to 
my distinguished friend from Massa­ 
chusetts and also to tile members of 
this committee for this great favor,” 
said Candler. “I ani sure it is prompt­ 
ed by the interest in this great river 
about which I ain talking, because we 
all know it appeals to the heart of 
every American citizen throughout this 
broad land, aud the regret that they 
have today—and they have expressed 
that regret to me often—Is that it has 
been so long neglected. 
I have heard 
its murmuring waves as they went 
singing their beautiful song toward the 
gulf since early childhood, and they 
have continued to sing along the path 
of my life aud have given me inspira­ 
tion to love the beauties of nature and 
admire those grandeurs and those glo­ 
ries that collie alone from the great 
creative hand of (hid above.” 
Ile explained that the river was wide 
enough; that it was Uncle Sam’s job 
to make it a little deeper. Then “there 
would come the roses to blossom aud 
the birds to sing.” 
And 
while the members sat and 
hung upon the eloquent words, won­ 
dering where in creation and what iii 
creation 
the 
Tomblgbee 
river 
was. 
Ezekiel Samuel Candler produced a 
song, which lie said lie had intended 
' 
to sing. 
“Sing it! Sing it!” rang out from all 
parts of the house. 
“If there was ever a time when I 
longed to be able to sing it is now.” 
said the speaker amid laughter. 
“ In 
that respect try education was neglect­ 
ed. My good mother at one time want 
ed me to take music lessons, but I did 
not see the necessity for it. But I did 
not know til** day would come when I 
should stand here advocating the Tein- 
bigbee river, 
if I had I would have 
taken lessons from the best musician 
that it would be possible for me to 
find, aud then I would have been pre­ 
pared to sing this song, and when I 
should have sung it I am satisfied that 
you would have said, ‘Take your $2,- 
500,000 because your river is worth it 
and worth more.’ ” 
Ile said the Tomblgbee wns the only 
river that hud inspired both poet and 
musician. 
“What about the Wabash?” asked 
Mr. Uainey of Illinois. 
“And what about the Suwanee?” ask­ 
ed Mr. Towne of New York. 
“IMI tell you all about them In this 
song,” lie reiilled. 
Then lie read the 
song. the singing of which, to the great 
disappointment of the house, he was 
forced to forego. 
The chorus ran; 
The M ississippi’s wide and grand. 
The Suw anee’* famed in song. 
Tho w aters of the W abash, too, 
Flow m errily along, 
B ut all their beauties pale and fade

Answer to that often repented query 
“WHI Dr. Richard Hodgson speak from 
the spirit world?" apparently has been 
made to the satisfaction of Professor 
James II. Ilyslop, who reports that he 
has had communications with his late 
coworker through Mrs. Piper aud also 
through several nonprofessional medi­ 
ums. 
Results of his investigations are pun­ 
ished iii the last number of Hie Amer­ 
ican Journal For Psychical Research, 
of which he Is editor. 
Dr. Hodgson* 
was tile secretary of Hie American So­ 
ciety For Psychical Research and de­ 
voted many years of his life to the in­ 
vestigations of the claims of mediums. 
Although not avowedly a spiritualist, 
he was so near being one that it is a 
matter of metaphysical subtleties to 
show how his larilef differed from that 
of spiritualists. 
Since his death in December, 1905, 
several 
alleged messages from 
him 
have been received through mediums, 
but have been discredited. 
Professor 
Ilyslop has made numerous efforts to 
get In communication, aud the most 
convincing messages he has received 
are from Mrs. Piper of Boston, who 
for about eighteen years has known 
them both. 
Professor Ilyslop asked the “control” 
of Dr. Hodgson to vary the programme 
a little by communicating with Mrs. 
Piper through some other “light,” for 
all mediums are so called by trance 
personalities. 
“I will not,” was Dr. Hodgson’s re­ 
ply, “except through the young light. 
She is all right. 
Ilyslop will under­ 
stand.” 
Dr. Hodgson added that after he had 
thoroughly recovered from tile shock of 
his death “lie had made an investiga­ 
tion about this young light ami found 
that she was hide >d nil right.” 
Mrs. 
Filler did not kn >w the medium to 
which her control had made reference, 
but 
Professor 
Ilyslop 
recognized 
a 
young woman of Boston with whose 


p sych ic powers he and his late associ­ 
ate had experimented. He learned that 
her father had kept her in ignorance of 
the death of Professor Hodgson. 
Pro­ 
fessor Ilyslop soon after this sitting 
received a letter from the parent say­ 
ing that his daughter in a trance had 
seen Dr. Hodgson. 
It w as iii the course of one of tho 
sittings that the spirit of tho (loot >v 
remarked suddenly to the professor, 
“Remember that 
I 
told Meyers we 
would talk nigger talk." 
* “I saw at a glance.” adds the pro 
fessor, “that something w as wrong, 
and I answered, speaking to Mrs. Pi­ 
per’s hand, as we always do, ‘No; you 
must have told that to somebody else.’ 
The reply from Hodgson was: ‘All. yes; 
I remember. 
It was Will James. 
Ile 
will understand.’ ” 
It developed that at one time Pro­ 
fessor James of th** department of 
psychology at Harvard university had 
said to Dr. Hodgson that if he only 
used a little tact he could make the 
trance personalities or spirits “convert 
their deific verbiage Into negro min­ 
strel talk.” 
Professor James is not a believer in 
spirits, and the remark was made iii 
a heated discussion, and as far as Is 
known there wen* no listeners to that 
conversation. 
Among the Incidents mentioned by 
Professor Ilyslop is the resumption of 
discussions they had, had about reor­ 
ganizing tile society and publishing a 
complete report of tfie Piper revela­ 
tions, which already till several thou­ 
sand pages. 
As Dr. Hodgson could no 
longer assist in that direction, they 
spoke of the mutter only in a reminis­ 
cent way. 
No details could l>e obtained about 
the conditions under which Dr. Hodg­ 
son was now living. 
Professor Ilyslop 
said that fie did not care much for 
them anyway, as It was im isms Urie to 
check them up. 
Tilt} spirit volunteer­ 
ed, however, that he had found things 
latter than he thought Is* would. 
“I >r. Hodgson,” writes the professor, 
“asked me if I remembered anything 
about tile cheese we had had for lunch­ 
eon In his room. 
I recalled the inter­ 
esting fact that once, and only once. I 
had find a midnight supper with him at 
the Tavern club, when 
la* made a 
Welsh rabbit and we had a delightful 
time.” 
. 
Ile also sent his love to Professor 
Newbold of the University of Penn­ 
sylvania and spoke of seeing him near 
th** sea. 
It developed that th*1 July 
before Dr. Hodgson’s death lie had met 
Professor Newbold at an ocean beach. 
Professor Ilyslop in closing ids re* 
port says that he has every reason to 
believe that Mrs. Piper could not have 
obtained the knowledge of the facts 
set forth by any normal moults. 
Mite president 
of tfie psychic 
re 
search society also said that Dr. Hodg­ 
son’s spirit was interested In the news­ 
paper reports that followed ids death, 
which had It that la* would soon reveal 
himself to Ids former associates. 
"What s this I hoar about my reveal 
lug myself,” asked tIi** spirit, with an 
earnest show of attention.

Spell of Fine Weather has Been 
Improved to the Uttermost 
To Rush Coal Out 


The D uluth News-Tribune, in an arti­ 
cle on the coal situation at the head of 
the lakes says tho railroads have played 
in great luck in the past week in having 
good weather. Tho article says: “When 
public opinion was aroused to a danger 
ous pitch, from all parts of tho west, 
and the railroad and warehouse com 
mission was about to take a hand in tho 
game, a spell of warm weather gave the 
railroads their chance. 
They were not 
slow in accepting it, and as a general 
collects an army, the head officials stmt 
out orders to collect all empty box cars 
and hurry them to Duluth, to be loaded 
and sent to points where there 
was no 
coal.” 
The article states that for six 
days an 
average of 700 cars or 21,(XX) 
tons per day were loaded and shipped 
f,rom D uluth. Another week of good 
weather, in the opinion of Duluth coal 
men and radroad officicials will put the 
Northwest out of all danger of a fuel 
famine this winter. 
The same paper speaks of rushing 
thirty cars of coal from one company in 
Duluth in one day to the twin cities to 
break the famine in those cities. 
Evi- 
denty twin city coal dealers did not put 
in any heavier stocks in 
proportion to 
the demands than did dealers in the 
smaller places. 
Duluth wholesalers re­ 
port that they now have no trouble in 
tilling their orders and expect no fur­ 
ther trouble this winter. 
Thoro is al­ 
ways danger of heavy snows 
in March 
and 
householders should order their 
coal for the rest of the season while it is 
easy for the dealer to get it.

New York agent of the line, 
who arrived on the W hite Star steam­ 
er Teutonic, says the Now York Trib 
uue. 
Mr. Boas said that the Europa. 
would be the fine t steamer ever built 
in the yards of I 
’.ami A Wolff tit 
Belfast, Ireland, a 
I the largest pas­ 
senger steamer in t .e world. 
Ile add 
od: 
Due vvoui i think from the innova- 
brougl.i out en the Amerika and 
the Kaiserin Auguste Victoria, Cie lat­ 
est ships of the Meet, that the supply 
had been exhausted, but I can give as­ 
surance that the Europa will surpass 
in elegance, general dimensions, power, 
accommodations aud innovations any 
passenger stoa tiler in the world.” 
The Europa will be 75<> feet long, 
with an eighty foot beam and a dis­ 
placement of 44,000 tons. 
She will he 
equipped 
with reciprocating 
engines 
capable of driving her at a maintained 
speed of IO knots an hour, which is a 
knot faster t Int ii the speed of the Anier- 
ika and the Kaiserin Auguste Victoria. 
One of 
the features 
oil the new 
leviathan will lie a swim m ing pool 75 
by 25 feet on one of the lower decks. 
This will he iii use tin* year round. 
In sum m er time the tank will be tilled 
with cool salt water, and in winter 
the bathers will be accommodated with 
water of a summer temperature.

large tennis court will take up consid­ 
erable space on the hurricane deck, 
and as there will he practically little or 
no pitching because of the steamer's 
great size tennis players, it is thought, 
will be able to play as well on ship 
board as on land.

Northern Pacific has Secured 
Four 
Additional 
Engines 
From Range Railroads

The Northern Pacific in the past few 
days has leased four more heavy freight 
engines from the roads on tho Messaba 
range. 
They have secured two from 
the Duluth A Iron Range, engines No. 
97 and No. 205. 
Two come from the 
Duluth, Missaba A Northern and are 
Nos. 314 and 317. 
These engines are 
monitor freighters and can be run on 
this division only between Duluth and 
Staples, tho bridges on the other dis­ 
tricts being inadequate to safoly bear 
their weight. 
Tho first of the newly 
leased equipment to reach Brainerd was 
D. A I. R. engine No. 205, which pulled 
in this morning about 8 o’clock with 
17 loads of coal, about ten of them bo­ 
ing apparently commercial coal. 
It is 
expected that the Northern Pacific will 
be able to retain these engines until 
about the time navigation opens up in 
the spring. 
By that time the coal rush 
will practically be over.

GREAT WOLF DRIVE. 


A m e ric a n and C anadian Sportsm en to 
H u n t In O ntario W ild s . 
If present plans carry the wilds of 
Ontario, Canada, will soon be the scene 
of a big wolf drive, says a Sault Ste. 
Marie (Midi.) correspondent of the New 
York American. The limit is being ar 
ranged by I.. < >. Armstrong, coloniza­ 
tion agent of the Canadian Pacific rail­ 
road, aud as projected will start from 
Desbarats, twenty eight miles east of 
Sault Ste. Marie. Feb. 9. 
The drive 
will be in charge of old vv >lf hunters, 
and a force of guides will accompany 
the expedition. 
Sportsmen from New York, Boston. 
Chicago, Milwaukee and other Ameri­ 
can cities vvi.! take (tart. according to 
Mr. Armstrong, and Canada will sup­ 
ply a large contingent. For the hunters 
who are not so provided an outfit will 
be furnished, subsequently to become 
the property of the men. made up as 
follows: 
Tw o pairs ten pound blankets, one 
ax and holster, one sheath knife aud 
holster, title, gloves, arctic mittens that 
can be hung around the neck (to wear 
over gloves), snowshoelng cont, huski­ 
ng) dickey sweater, buckskin mocca­ 
sins, old tan mocassins (in case of a 
thaw), one pair of fd t and five pairs of 
woolen socks, snowshoes aud strings 
woolen helmet with wind guard, ain 
munition belt, ammunition. 
Special attention will be paid to the 
shooting, so that there may he no 
chance shots that will reach men in­ 
stead of wolves. The ammunition will 
therefore be specially prepared and a 
special training given in its use. 
Mr. 
Armstrong says: “After much 
thought it would seem to be best t > 
have the encircling hand hunt in con 
pies, one man to have a low pow e 0 ride 
aud one a shotgun with buckshot ear 
fridge. In case of an attack by w fives 
(which is I ai rely possible) the shotgun, 
with knife aud ax. would make two 
men sate until help came. Every man 
will be required to bring a e unpass. 
His course will he laid out for him 
each morning.” 
Following a heavy fall of snow it 
would be quite possible to secure a 
large number of wolves. 
There is a 
bounty on each wolf, and it has been 
suggested that the total amount of 
bounty accruing be divided among all 
the sportsmen. 
The pelt of each wolf 
will go to th.* man who shot it sis far 
as it is poss ii de to trace it. 
The hardest work in connection with 
the drive will Ic* done by flu* guides. 
Tho sleeping each night will Im done 
in tents, each of which will lie heated 
hy a camp stove.
